basis at a low rate of interest 
payable over a period of twenty 
vears. Since the passage of the 
act it has proven very successful 
and the money is all loaned. Pro- 
position No. 1 on the ballot in the 
election of this fall will provide 
for an additional $20,000,000 bond 
issue to be used for the same 
purposes. 

It is believed that the $30,000,- 
000 will take care of all veterans 
who wish to purchase a home or 
farm on this plan. The board 
wishes it understood that this is 
not a gratuity, however, and that 
all the money the veteran receives 
is paid back with interest and 
that during the time he holds the 
property until it is fully paid for, 
the title of property remains in 
the State of California as secur- 
ity. 

This act is administered from 
three offices, one in Sacramento, 
one in San Francisco and one in 
Los Angeles.

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First Big Publicity “Stunt” 
(Redlands Facts) 


When the world’s citrus fair at Chicago 
was first, proposed, a group of Californians 
in Riverside originated the idea of taking a 
whole California citrus train to the exposition. 
This was the first organized publicity stroke 
in the history of ‘the state. 

lL. M. Holt of Riverside is credited with 
having been the father of the idea. J. E. 
Clark of Pasadena, ©. Z. Culver of Orange 
County and H. N. Rust of Los Angeles County 
were appointed to complete the arrangements. 

When the train left for Chieago, March 3, 
1886, there were five decorated cars at the 
head representing Riverside, San Bernardino, 
Orange and Los Angeles Counties. Other 
ears carried orange and lemon trees in full 
bloom. 

The California exhibit was open for five 
weeks and attracted great attention, for it was 
the finest citrus display that had been made 
in America up to that time.

The Point ef View 


(Riverside Enterprise) 

The ukase of Governor Rodriguez of Lower 
California in which he threatens to close the 
Mexican ports on the California boundary 
line neither pains nor surprises us. We have 
never suspected Rodriguez of sincerity since 
the storm first broke over the Peteet suicides. 
His flamboyant talk of firing squads was too 
palpably food for gudgeons. 

There are two factors that make Tijuana 
profitable. One is American pruriency and 
the other Mexican eupidity. Mexico is the 
pander, America the lecher. Americans flock 
across the border to indulge in a blantant at- 
mosphere of iniquity that would not be per- 
mitted above the sidewalk in this country. 
American dollars make Tijuana possible, and 
a large share of those American dollars go to 
mollify the conseiences of Mexican officials. 
Tijuana and Mexicali are the chief sources of 
revenue for the eivil hierarchy of Lower Cali- 
fornia. Shut them up and there would not be 
an office in ‘the peninsula worth the holding 
to an acquisitive man. 

Without the kind of sealawags that figured 
in the Peteet case, it would be impossible to 
keep the resorts going to the profit of those 





higher up. As it is, there is a tradtion that 
the two sink holes yield many millions a year 


"in graft to the officials who protect their vice. 


If the men arrested in the Peteet case com- 
mitted any offence against the Tijuana code 
it was in being so clumsy as to cause an out- 
ery among the customers on this side of the 
border. But even under the rigid rule of a 
Rodriguez that could hardly justify a death 
sentence. 

Rodriguez didn’t mean it when he said it. 
On the contrary it foreshadowed the early re- 
lease of the scamps. The United States took 
the feeble course of moving closing time on 
the border from 9 o’clock ‘to 6. That cut off 
three hours of reviry and profits and percent- 
ages from the joints and their official protec- 
tors. No wonder Rodriguez is indignant. 

So he institutes reprisals. If the United 
States reduces the time in which Americans 
may purchase saturnalia in Tijuana, then Mex- 
ico is to be asked to close the Lower Califor- 
nia ports to American farm machinery and 
building materials and other manufactured 
goods. 

“Tf you curtail on our vice, we won’t buy 
your bricks or textiles,’’ says Rodriguez. 

We cannot avoid the fact that the border 
vice factories flourish solely because of Ameri- 
ean patronage. But we cannot help grasping 
at the self-righteous solace that we are not so 
sunken in the moral scale as to use our gov- 
ernmental machinery in promoting the busi- 
ness of procurers.

Political campaigns are not so long as they 
once were. Nor are they so bitter, partisanly. 
That is well. There was time, in memory of 
many now living, when the issues, discussions 
and turmoils of Presidential or Congressional 
campaigns halted industry, paralyzed business 
and brought needless suffering to the country. 
Those days of political and psychologie folly 
never should return. The general average of 
inteligence has risen in the intervening years. 
Pasticularly as to political affairs. The people 
read the newspapers ‘and magazines and listen 
to lectures and keep: better informed on pub- 
lie questions. The political demagogue and 
the hide-bound : partisan have a harder time 
impressing the people today, than in the old 
days when politics ruled the country for the 
greater part of the time. The people are more 
independent in thinking and acting in politics. 
They think more for themselves. They listen 
less to self-appointed political leaders and 
saviors. 

It should be possible, by common consent 
and in response to crystallized public senti- 
ment, to limit active Presidential and Con- 
gressional campaigns to a few weeks. Make 
these eanvasses brief and impressive. Let 
campaign discussions be educative and con- 
fined to issues, devoid of bitter, abusive per- 
sonalities. That is what the people should 
demand. If they demand it, they will get it.

Marriage licenses issued in San

Gradual Decrease Ends 

February’s marriage license to- 
tals brought an end to the gradual 
decrease which has been appar- 
ent for more than a year. Mar- 
riage licenses issued in February, 
1925, numbered but 97, while in 
February of 1924 the figures re- 
vealed but 93. In January of this 
year, there were 90 licenses, mak- 
ing 14 less than in February.
